w hat w e h ear is really an earth q u ak e 
on a small .wale. 
T h e night air hits 
caused the wood to contract w ith a 
simp, th u s accounting for the alarm ing 
sounds. 
This Is Just exactly w h at the 
earth Is doing periodically. 
To a m i­ 
crobe. reposing on th e polished s u r­ 
face of the table, this d isturbance is 
probably as violent ss an e a rth q u ak e 
is to a hum an being 
Au earth q u ak e Is tx terrible thing. It 
comes without w arning 
It is over !*«*> 
fore one know s which w ay to fly. and 
its fury eau be a b ated by no man. 
Vet to the geologist e a rth q u ak e s a rs 
only sym ptom s. 
T hey are not causes 
vo much as results—results of g reat 
stresses and strains within the ea rth 
that cause slippings and siblings from 
time to time. 
lf th e rocks on the shell 
vf the earth slip and g rate ag ain st 
each other so much as an Inch along a 
fissure ten miles In length a shiver is 
felt. 
A slip of fifteen feet along a 
course of 200 miles sufficed to bring 
about flu* terrible San Francisco e a r th ­ 
quake and fire. 
T hese strains and stresses accum ulate 
steadily within th© earth.

It was reported that w hen Vidaurra- 
zago left Mexico City he had a w ar­ 
ra n t for th e a rre st of Diaz, to be used 
in case th e la tte r insisted on landing 
in V era Cruz. 
T he Corcovado a n i the Gorm an pro. 
teeted cruiser H erth a arrived alm ost 
at the sam e m om ent. As a result of tho 
display of a force of rural guards only 
a sm all group of partisans of G eneral 
Diaz assem bled to greet their leader.

anchored under the 
walls of th e fortress of San Ju a n de 
Chia, not 200 yards from the Corco­ 
vado.
